i When, a few years 030, a whalo was 
! stranded on tho New England coast, Dr. 
Palmer, taxidermist of the Smithsonian 
institution, was sent to make a copy of 
it in papier maohf. This he did—that 
is to say, ho mado a mold of the cetacean 
in plaster, of which ho took several bar- 
rels full with him, and tho papiet 
macho cast was produced afterward in 
Washington. 


Only one-half of the whale was oast, 


however, representing what might toe 
termed tho port side of tho animal. 
This is now hung up in tho National 
museum. On ouo side it shows tho out- 
side of tho creature raid from tho other 
Bide tho inside. It was a clergyman 
who on a certain occasion not long ago 
was steering some members of Ins flook 
through tho building, and, parking in 
front of the whale, remarked, pointing 
to tho capacious interior of tho great 
marine mammal: 
"You see, my dear friends, that there 


wad plenty of room for Jonah I" 


In such ways tho Smithsonian insti- 


tution has collected molds and made 
casts of a great variety of auimalp, ot- 
tou sending long distances to got tiiom. 
Of reptiles alone it bas scoured several 
liunrliocK each representing u typical 
pecies, while tho fishes run up to 1,200 
and upward 
From' each planter mold 


ibout 50 casts may bo made, if de- 
sired. 
This facility of multiplication 


s utilized to a considerable extent in 
another branch of tho work not re- 
sting to animals at all. To schools aud 
to mnsoums all over the world the 
Smithsonian institution scuds sots of 


'pica! aboriginal implements of Amer- 


ica. Those aro valuable for purposes of 
study. A mold from an actual stone ax 
will furnish CO facsimiles, which only 
have to bo painted iu order to look ex- 
^-iir liltf, tiio original. If moro are 
wanted, another mold is easily made. 


Whilo it wonld not be easy to ship a 


whalo or a walrus to the Smithsonian 
institution, smaller animals aro readily 
transported. Nearly all of the creatures! 
of which those molds ara made aro sent 
to tins city for that purpose. 
Whun 


practicable, two living specimens ara 
forward i.'d. Oue serves for the mold. 
The other 's n model for tho artist. Bo- 
furo going further it should bo ex- 
plained that tho casts aro intended to 
represent tho animals themselves in the 
museum, and thoy must be as 1 if alike 
as po&siblo. Thoy are painted by men 
who aro skilled in this branch of art.

the animal, if alive, receives a doso of 
chloroform. It may or may not recover. 
Thero have been instances where ser- 
pents have got over the effects of the 
chloroform two or three times iu BUOCM- 
sion, only to bo subjected to further 
doses and made to servo again and 
again. Perhaps r.n anesthetized ophid- 
ian will bo coiled gracefully about the 
branch of a tree, and the mold will be 
taken from branch and snake together, 
to be subsequently painted, of course.

Or, if it -wore a rattlesnake, it would 
probably be coiled in a spiral, as if ready 
to strike. In the west wing of the 
Smithsonian institution is a beautiful 
exhibit of tlie rattlesnakes of the United 
States. They look as if alive, though 
only oasts, so well aro they painted, 
with surroundings of herbage, eto., to 
counterfeit nature. 


It is tho same way with reptiles ot 


other kinds. There aro over BO many 
queer spooies of lizards in this country, 
particularly in tho western deserts. The 
homed toad is one of these, not being in 
reality a toad at all, though it looks 
like one. There are the edible lizards 
of Death valley and others which are 
able to outrun the fastest race horso. 
Booh creatures as these aro easily mold- 
ed, every scale in thoir armor being re- 
produced with wonderful accuracy of 
detail. With laud mammals it is differ- , 
out, for a cast of n creature with n t'ui j 
coat can hardly bo niudo to look like 
Ufa 
Nevertheless Dr. Palmer's collec- 


tion includes oasts of portions of many' 
land mammals. For example, hanging 
ou tho wall of his sludio iu tlio rear ot 
the Smithsonian institution is u plaster 
head of a tapir, taken direct from thfl 
animal. When ho has occasion tn stuff 
n tapir, lie will not bo obliged to K"ess 
nt the measurements of that part of the 
benst. Closo by is a cast from the head 
of a sea lion that was killed iu the Pa- 
cific 
Another cast is from the tongue 


of tk bear. Soira day tho taxidermist 
will desire to set up a stuffed iearwHh 
its mouth open, and there will be a 
tongue ready. There is also a calf's head 
which is very lifelike, though it would 
not make Rood soup.—Washington Star.
